theorize aa to manufacturing pro-
cesses, or sales management, or offlcefficiency. If he docs not know tho
details of what ought to be dona
and has to be done, on the basis of
his own first-han- d experience.

Too rnany domestic science grad-
uates want to "keep house" at alarge wage, but they don't want to
soil their hands, or do work. Too
many ladles want to keop house, but
alao do not want to bo dlaturbed
by any actual work. Too many pro-
fessional housekeepers greatly exag-
gerate their ability and are alto-
gether too prone to get all the wont
done by outside help and do little
work themselves.
